A BILL FOR
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AN ACT concerning appropriations.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of lllinois, represented

in the General Assembly:

ARTICLE 1
Section 1. “Operational expenses” defined. For the
purposes of this Act, the term “operational expenses”

includes the following items:

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Section 5. The amount of $1,078,745,300, or so much
thereof as may be necessary, 1s appropriated from the General
Revenue Fund to the Department of Human Services to meet its
operational expenses for the fiscal year ending June 30,

2016.

Section 10. In addition to other amounts appropriated,
the amount of $2,084,995,100, or so much thereof as may be
necessary, 1s appropriated from the General Revenue Fund to
the Department of Human Services for operational expenses,
awards, and grants for the fiscal year ending June 30, 2016,

including prior year costs.

The Department, with the consent in writing from the
Governor, may reapportion not more than two percent of the
total appropriation of General Revenue Funds in Sections 5

and 10 above among the various purposes therein enumerated.
